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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment filed on 5/22/2006 would add a new limitation which was not previously present in 
the claims. Specifically, the amendment would limit the claims to a "single compartment capsule". Since the amendment would obviate 
the rejection of record under 35 USC 103 (e.g., see the 3/21/2006 Office Action), further search and consideration would certianly be 
required. Furthermore, Applicants have pointed to paragraph 0124 of the specification as support for the proposed amendment. 
Paragraph 0124, was closely reviewed by the Examiner, however, neither explicit, implicit nor inherent support for a "single compartment 
capsule" was found in paragraph 0124 (or anywhere else in the specification. Therefore, the proposed amendment would constitute new 
matter.
